It woas bm-
posaible for many months to ship moare
than 200,000 or 400,000 tons of supnlies
to the forces, notwithetanding the great
nekeesity for enginecring material, on-
gires angd general construction  equlp-
ment. Search for muterial In Eutope
therefors, had to be conducted with 1he
Freatest possible energy over o wide
fleld.

"“The American army established nger-
ofer in all Allled and neutral countriox
under a genern| purchasing ngent. The
ordinary purchasing machinery was aug-
mented by this ndditlonnl organization,

“To sum up, more than 10.000,000 tons
of materiul for the expeditionnry forces
was seenrad on this side of the ocenn
This was one of the prime factors in the
miccensfil result of the operationg of the
army. To have transported this mn-
terinl from Amerien would have taken
300 ghips of G000 tons ecapacity about
480 days, or sixteen months,

“Apart from food supplies, the army
has aecured the bulk of Ity materinl from
REurope. Notwithatanding the great emer-
gency under which [t operated, the
Ametlcan army endeavored (o subject
ftaelf to all the cliecks and bhalances of
& normal huginess organization swhich
were possible under the clroumstances,

“A bureau of contracts and odjust-
ments was established with o view to
simplifying Internotional and interallied
obligations. A system of independent des
parumental hetlon was created und pluced
under the supervising ‘nuthority of this
bureau.
